Crude 
petroleum for continuing the treatment of the marsh land as a 
measure of defence against yellow fever will also be obtained from 
outside the Republic. Large reinforéed cement tanks will be con- 
structed in the higher part of the town to receive rain water, which 
will be distributed through pipes; these tanks will be covered with 
wire netting. Other works to be undertaken include the construction 
of a hospital station, the improvement of the market place, the 
installation of disinfecting apparatus, Xc.

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383,888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
weludes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 78, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application.

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FORTHCOMING EXHIBITION AT LIVERPOOL OF 
SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS 
FROM ABROAD. 


The collection of samples of German and Austrian goods made by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, which 
was exhibited last year at Leicester, Nottingham, Leeds and Glasgow, 
has since been increased by the addition of a number of samples 
subsequently obtained. The collection was recently exhibited at 
Sheffield, and is now about to be exhibited at Liverpool. 

The Liverpool Exhibition will be held in St. George’s Hall, from 
22nd to 27th May, both days inclusive, and will be open each day 
from 10 a.m. until 5 p.m. 

Invitations to this Exhibition will be issued by the Board of Trade 
working in conjunction with the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, 
and manufacturers and export merchants who do not receive 
invitations by 22nd May should make application to the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The goods to be shown are of great variety and represent the 
following trades and industries :—

NOTICE TO IMPORTERS AND EXPORTERS. 


Precautions to be taken against Trading with the Enemy. 


The following announcement is issued by the Board of ‘Trade :-—— 

1. The attention of importers and exporters is directed to the 
provisions of His Majesty’s Proclamation dated 9th September, 
1914, relating to Trading with the Enemy. By paragraph 5 (7) of 
this Proclamation all persons resident, carrying on business, or being 
in His Majesty’s Dominions are warned “ not directly or indirectly to 
“supply to or for the use or benefit of, or obtain from, an enemy 
“country or an enemy, any goods, wares, or merchandise; nor 
“directly or indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit of, or 
“obtain from, any person, any goods, wares, or merchandise, for or 
“by way of transmission to or from an enemy country or an enemy ; 
“nor directly or indirectly to trade in or carry any goods, wares, or 
‘“‘merchandise destined for or coming from an enemy country or an 
“enemy.” It is further provided by paragraph 3 that the expression 
‘‘enemy ” in the Proclamation means ‘‘ any person or body of persons 
‘‘of whatever nationality resident or carrying on business in the 
‘‘enemy country, but does not include persons of enemy nationality 
‘‘who are neither resident nor carrying on business in the enemy 
“country.” By the Proclamation of 16th February, 1915, the 
prohibitions in the above-mentioned Proclamation of 9th September, 
1914, are extended so as to apply to territory in the effective military 
occupation of an enemy as they apply to an enemy country. 

2. Under the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 
1915, power is taken to treat as enemies firms of enemy nationality 
or association in non-enemy countries. A Statutory Jast of such firms 
in foreign countries, with whom all dealings by persons resident or 
carrying on business in this country are prohibited, has been drawn 
up and is added to and altered from time to time by the Foreign 
Trade Department, Lancaster House, St. James’, London, 8.W., to 
which Department enquiries on the subject should be addressed, as also 
should enquiries relating to the firms in China and Siam, Persia, 
Morocco, Liberia and Portuguese East Africa with whom trading is 
prohibited by the Proclamations of 25th June, 1915, and 10th 
November, 1915, and the firms in China, Siam and Liberia to 
whom alone goods may be consigned under the Proclamations of 
24th September, 1915, and 26th April, 1916. 

3. With a view to preventing breaches of the foregoing, importers 
are required, in certain cases, as indicated below, to produce 
certificates of origin issued by His Majesty’s Consular Officers, and 
exporters to make Declarations of the Ultimate Destination of their 
goods as set out in the following paragraph. 


Exports from the United Kingdom. 
4. Declarations of the ultimate destination of goods exported to 
any foreign place in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea (with the 
exception of those situated in Russia and France) or to China, Siam, 
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Persia, Liberia, Portuguese East Africa or Morocco, are now, in view 
of the provisions of Section 1 (1) of the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) 
Act, 1915, required to be made to the Collectors or other proper 
Officers of Customs and I[xcise, in accordance with the Customs 
Order issued under Section 139 of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, 
as extended by Section 2 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915. 
The exporter may be called upon to produce evidence that the goods 
have not reached an enemy or an enemy country, and if he fails to 
do so he is liable to a penalty of treble the value of the goods, or 
£100, unless he proves that the goods reached the enemy or enemy 
country without his consent or connivance, and that he took all 
reasonable steps to secure that the ultimate destination of the goods 
should be the person or country mentioned in the declaration.

5. Certificates of origin are at present required in respect of all

(;oods addressed to Government Departments. 

The Certificates referred to must be in the form prescribed by the 
Schedule hereto. 

6. Any goods, wares, or merchandise imported from the foreign 
countries specified in paragraph 5, except as provided in that para- 
graph, unaccompanied by certificates of origin, will be detained by 
the Commissioners of Customs and Excise until the requisite 
certificates are produced. The Commissioners are, however, author- 
ised in such cases, and at their discretion, to allow delivery of the 
goods on the security of a deposit or of a bond to the amount of 
three times the value of the goods with a view to the production of 
the necessary certificates within a prescribed period, provided that 
they see no reason for suspecting that the goods emanate from enemy 
territory. 

7. Importers are warned that they are under an obligation to take 
all necessary steps to satisfy themselves that goods they propose to 
import are not of enemy origin. Filing evidence that they have 
done so, the goods, should they prove as a result of examination on 
arrival to be of enemy origin, will be liable to seizure even though 
accompanied by Consular certificates of origin. Importers who are 
offered goods (especially goods hitherto mainly derived from enemy 
countries) by firms abroad respecting which they have insufficient 
information, are strongly advised to defer payment until the goods 
are delivered, and to make it a condition of payment that the goods 
are not only accompanied by certificates of origin in proper form, 
but are passed on arrival by the Customs authorities of the United 
Kingdom. 


Caution. 


8. The Board of ‘Trade direct the particular attention of all manu- 
facturers and traders concerned to the need for scruputous care in the 
transaction of their business abroad, in view of the fact that some traders 
in some neutral countries are making themselves agents for the supply 
of goods to and from enemy countries. Especial care should be taken 
in opening new accounts in neutral countries, and in relation to any 
orders or enquiries of an abnormal character. british traders should 
keep themselves informed of all additions to the Statutory List 
referred to in paragraph 2 above, and it is advisable for them to make 
arrangements, either direct or through any bookseller, with Messrs. 
Wyman & Sons, Ltd., to be furnished with the Trading with the 
Knemy (Neutral Countries) Proclamation, 1916, and all subsequent 
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additions and alterations to the List made by Orders of Council. 
Additions and alterations to the List are also published in the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” and the ‘London Gazette.” Even 
when the name of a particular jirm abroad does not appear in 
the Statutory List, business should be suspended, in any case of 
doubt, pending reference to the War Trade Intelligence Department, 
Tothill Street, Westminster, London, 8.W., as regards firms wn 
Kuropean countries, and to the foreign Trade Department, Lancaster 
House, St. James’, London, S.W., in the case of firms in foreign 
countries outside Hurope. It is inadvisable that any new accounts 
should be opened by any British trader in neutral countries, during 
the war, without the fullest enquiries as to the character of the 
business proposed to him. ‘The Proclamations relating to trading 
with the enemy cover indirect trading with the enemy through neutral 
agents, and carelessness in transacting neutral business may involve 
traders in the severe penalties attaching to trading with the enemy.

IMPORTATION OF TOBACCO. 


The Board of Trade announce that, in view of the increasing 
scarcity of tonnage and of the position of the tobacco trade in regard 
to tobacco bought and paid for before the issue of the Proclamation 
prohibiting its import, they have withdrawn their proposal to grant 
licences for tobacco which had been purchased before 15th February. 

They are, however, prepared to grant licences for the importation 
into the United Kingdom between Ist June, 1916, and 3lst May, 
1917, of a quantity of tobacco intended for home consumption not 
exceeding in the aggregate one-third of the quantity so imported in 
the calendar year 1915. Regulations under which licences will be 
granted will shortly be issued. 

A different arrangement is in contemplation for the admission of 
tobacco destined for export abroad or for despatch to H.M. Expedi- 
tionary Forces, and details of this arrangement will be announced as 
soon as possible.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM: NEW REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 10th May, and published in a Supple- 
ment to the *‘ London Gazette” of the same date, further amends the 
Regulations (called the “ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) 
Regulations, 1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm Consoli- 
dation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the Realm. ‘The Order-in-Council referred to above orders, inter alia, 
the following amendments in the Regulations :— 


Power to take possession of Land, &c. 
|. The following paragraph shall be inserted at the end of Regu- 
lation 2 :— 

“If, after the competent naval or military authority has issued 
a notice that he has taken or intends to take possession of any 
moveable property in pursuance of this regulation, any person 
having control of any such property sells, removes, or secretes it 
without the consent of the competent naval or military authority 

he shall be guilty of an offence against these regulations.” 
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Power to take possession of War Material, Food, Forage and Stores. 


2. The following paragraph shall be inserted at the end of Regu- 
lation 2B :— 

“ Tf, after the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of 
Munitions have issued a notice that they have taken or intend to 
take possession of any war material, food, forage, stores or article 
in pursuance of this regulation, any person having control of any 
such material, food, forage, stores or article sells, removes, or 
secretes it, without the consent of the Admiralty or Army 
Council or the Minister of Munitions, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations.” 


Dealing in War Material prohibited. 


7. After Regulation 30c, the following Regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

“ 30p. After the twenty-eighth day of May, nineteen hundred 
and sixteen, no person shall without a permit issued under the 
authority of the Minister of Munitions, use or permit to be used 
any grain, either malted or unmalted, rice, sugar, or molasses, or 
any other material which may for the time being be specified in 
an order issued by the Minister of Munitions, in or for the 
manufacture or production of whisky or any other alcoholic 
spirits, and if any person acts in contravention of this provision, 
or fails to comply with any condition subject to which a permit 
under this regulation has been granted, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against these regulations; and if such person is a com- 
pany, every director, manager and officer of the company shall 
also be guilty of an offence against these regulations, unless he 
proves that the contravention or failure took place without his 
knowledge or consent.” 


Register of Employees. 

A new Regulation (No. 414) orders that, with certain exceptions, 
every employer of male persons between the ages of 18 and 41 shall 
make and display prominently on the premises a register of such 
employees. The register must be made on the prescribed form, 
copies of which will be available at any Post Office on 22nd May. 





RESTRICTION ON SALE OF CERTAIN DRUGS. 


The Fourth Supplement to the ‘ London Gazette” of 9th May 
contains the following announcement :— 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence 
of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914, the Army Council 
do hereby order as follows :— 

No person shall sell or supply any article specified in the Schedule 
to this Order to or for any member of His Majesty’s Forces unless 
ordered for him by a registered medical practitioner on a written 
prescription, dated and signed by the practitioner with his full name 
and qualifications, and marked with the words ‘ Not to be repeated,” 
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and unless the person so selling or supplying shall mark the 
prescription with his name and address and the date on which it is 
dispensed.

TREATMENT OF GOODS DISCHARGED FROM 
GERMAN VESSELS REQUISITIONED BY THE 
ITALIAN GOVERNMENT. 


The following translation of a Memorandum of the Italian Govern- 
ment on the subject of goods discharged from German steamers which 
have been requisitioned by that Government has been received at 
the l‘oreign Office from H.M. Ambassador at Rome :— 


‘In order to regulate in a definite and uniform manner the treat- 
ment to be accorded to goods discharged from German steamers 
requisitioned in the ports of the Kingdom and Colonies, the following 
rules have been laid down :— 

a. ‘The State Departments concerned will within as short a delay 
as possible proceed to requisition all such goods as can be utilised. 

“b+, Goods originally belonging to subj ects of neutral States may, 
subject to the observance of the rules laid _ n under heading (e) be 
freely imported and re-exported abroad; in the latter case, “subject 
always to the existing regulations gov er ning the exportation and 
transit of goods included in the lists of absolute and conditional 
contraband. 

‘‘c, As regards non-requisitioned goods of German ownership, the 
Customs may, subject to the observance of the formalities and pre- 
cautions indicated under (e¢) allow unlimited re-exportation abroad, or 
importation into the Kingdom, of such of these goods as may be 
shown by production of reliable documents to have been acquired and 
paid for by subjects of allied States before 10th February, 1916. 

“As regards goods of German ownership claimed by subjects 
of neutral States, the Customs authorities may only allow the 
re-exportation of such of these goods as may be shown by production 
of reliable documents to have been acquired and paid for before 
Ist March, 1915, and subject to the proviso that for such of these goods 
as are included in our lists of absolute and conditional contraband, it 
is necessary to have the further assurance on the part of the Govern- 
ments of the countries to which they are destined, that they will not 
be re-exported in any way or form. 

‘‘d. For goods of German ownership which have not been acquired 
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and paid tor by Italians or by subiects of allied States prior to 
10th February, 1916, or by subjects of neutral States prior to Ist 
March, 1915, no permission can be granted for importation or 
re-exportation abroad (7.e. to allied or neutral countries), unless the 
price which the acts of sale show the goods to have fetched, and 
which the Customs authorities must themselves examine and verify, 
is first deposited at the Customs. The sum paid will be deposited by 
the Customs authorities with the Caisse of Deposits and Loans till the 
end of the war. 

‘“Re-exportation to neutral countries of goods from requisitioned 
German steamers must moreover be subordinated to the observance 
of the rules and precautions which in general govern exportation and 
transit of goods to the countries themselves. 

‘“e. The Customs authorities will in no circumstances permit the 
release of the goods in question for importation into the Kingdom or 
re-exportation abroad, unless the original bills of lading, duly 
endorsed, and the proper orders of release, signed by the legal re- 
presentatives of the shipping companies concerned, or, in their 
absence, by persons whom the Swiss Consul shall have indicated as 
authorised to execute the operations of liquidating the goods on 
behalf of the above-mentioned companies, have been first presented, 
and the nulla osta of the naval and military authorities in so far as 
the requisitioning of the goods is concerned has been obtained. 

“Moreover, before consigning the goods the Customs authorities 
must satisfy themselves that any expenses incurred by the naval 
authorities in connection with the goods have been refunded to them. 

If in verifying the cases it is found that goods are other than those 
indicated in the nulla osta of the naval and military authorities, the 
Customs authorities will not allow the operations to proceed unless a 
fresh nulla osta of the above-mentioned authorities is produced. 

“7. As regards unclaimed goods, the Customs authorities, within a 
fixed time limit to be fixed by the Ministries of Foreign Affairs and 
Marine, shall arrange, in agreement with the Captains of the Ports, 
for their sale as abandoned goods by public auction, all private 
negotiations being excluded in every case. 

‘The net proceeds of such sale shall be deposited with the Caisse of 
Deposits and Loans, in the manner prescribed under c. 

‘Perishable goods or goods which constitute a danger to public 
health or the satety of the ports may be sold at any moment, whoever 
the owners may be, after their condition and value have been estab- 
lished, and the net proceeds will be deposited in the manner and 
under the conditions above laid down. 

‘‘q, The duty fixed in the existing general tariff will be levied on 
German goods which are allowed to be imported. 

* The Ministry for Foreign Affairs will notify the Swiss Legation, as 
protecting German interests in Italy, of the discharge of cargoes from 
each of the requisitioned vessels. ‘Thirty days from the day of such 
discharge will be granted as period within which goods which 
cannot be requisitioned may be withdrawn. ‘This time-limit may be 
lengthened, or also reduced, if the exigencies of the port concerned, of 
commerce, or of public welfare, demand.” 
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CHINA (NANKING).—H.M. Consul at Nanking (Mr. E. C. C. 
Wilton, C.M.G.) reports as follows on the trade of his Consular 
district :— 

Local conditions during 1915 were, on the whole, more favourable 
to trade than for several years past. Crops, generally speaking, were 
good, and the harvest, in the main, was abundant. The result of 
these generally favourable conditions was that the trade of Nanking 
in 1915 exhibited a considerable increase over that in 1914, and 
constituted a record since the opening of the port. Foreign im- 
ports and exports, especially the latter, showed marked increases, the 
only decrease being in native imports. These of late years have 
exhibited a general tendency to decline, and were smaller in 1915 
than in 1912 or 1914, having fallen exceptionally low in 1913, the 
vear of the rebellion at Nanking. Most classes of goods among 
foreign imports and exports shared in the increase, the most marked 
falling-off being in imports of timber. The net imports in 1915 
plus the exports of local origin were valued at £2,894,524, as com- 
pared with £2,730,599 in 1914, and £2,104,849 in 1913. 

Imports.— Direct imports in 1915 came mostly from the British 
Empire (chiefly Hong Kong), with Japan and the United States 
second and third respectively. ‘The total was much smaller than in 
past years owing to the elimination of Germany, Austria-Hungary 
and Belgium, and also to greatly reduced imports from Japan. The 
bulk of the Hong Kong total consisted of sugar from local refineries. 
The balance was partly made up of Chinese goods which on re-import- 
ation into China are included in foreign trade. 

From the United Kingdom the principal direct imports were 
electrical materials and fittings, locomotives and tenders, machinery 
and parts of machinery, and medicines. The principal direct imports 
from Japan were matches and match-making materials, coal, cotton 
yarn, lamps and lampware, galvanised iron sheets, electrical materials 
and fittings, railway sleepers, soap, and refined sugar. From the 
United States came iron and steel angles and bars, scientific in- 
struments and apparatus, and electrical materials and fittings. 
Direct trade, however, forms but a very small proportion of the total. 

As regards foreign imports generally, after the remarkable increase 
in imports of cotton goods in 1914, a set-back might not unreasonably 
have been anticipated in 1915; instead of which the rate of increase 
seems to have been fully maintained. Particularly noteworthy is the 
rise of British T-cloths from 1,012 pieces in 1913 to 21,199 in 1914 
and 149,707 in 1915. American drills showed a further decline, 
being apparently ousted by Japanese goods; whereas from 1913 to 
1915 the former have fallen otf from 16,837 to 6,411 pieces, the latter 
have risen from 1,250 to 42,681 pieces. Imports of Indian cctton 
yarn increased largely at the expense of Japanese yarn. Aniline 
dyes and synthetic indigo showed large decreases. Matches, which 
come entirely from Japan, also declined considerably. While, on the 
other hand, a number of articles, such as candles, kerosene oil, 
needles, paper, soda ash and soap, either showed large increases or at 
least maintained their position in 1915, it seems probable that a 
different state of affairs will prevail in 1916. 
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Owing to the war, prices of all the above goods have risen enor- 
mously—in the case of aniline dyes the increase is fully fifty-fold— 
with the result that the Chinese are turning their attention to inferior 
but cheaper native substitutes. Where none exist, they will contrive 
to do without these goods altogether, or at all events buy considerably 
smaller quantities. With regard to the proposed revival of cultivation 
of native indigo, there is no doubt that at present prices it would be 
profitable. Similar developments may be expected in other directions, 
and much of the trade thus lost may never be recovered. In the case 
of kerosene, for instance, it 1s clear that once electricity is installed 
there will be no reversion to oil. 

Exports.— Direct exports are consigned almost exclusively to the 
United Kingdom, consisting principally of refrigerated produce, 
including beef and pork, eggs, and poultry and game. Cow and 
buffalo hides and live mules figured prominently among direct 
exports. The very small amount of direct exports to Japan con- 
sisted merely of postal parcels. 

While the total export trade which came under the cognizance of 
the Maritime Customs was the biggest ever recorded in the history of 
the port (totalling with the re-exports, £251,979 in 1915 as compared 
with £144,026 in the preceding year), the percentage which was 
carried by rail and which does not appear in the returns was also 
much larger than ever before. If, therefore, full particulars were 
available, the increase in the export trade would be seen to be even 
more remarkable than actually appears. These remarks apply 
especially to beans, of which the export far exceeded that in 1914, 
although in the Customs returns the reverse appears to be the case. 
Sesamum seed and ground nuts were also shipped in much larger 
quantities than appears in the returns. Much wheat also was 
exported. (C.L.B, 16,575.)

MADEIRA.—H.M. Consul at Madeira (Captain J. Boyle, M.V.O.) 
reports that during 1915 trade in that island was much restricted 
owing to the war. Merchants and shopkeepers have been able to 
sell off quantities of old and deteriorated stock as in many cases it 
has been impossible to replace such stock by new gooods for which 
enquiries were made. Goods previously purchased from Germany 
could not always be procured in the United Kingdom, and orders 
given for early shipment were frequently not delivered until four or 
even six months had elapsed. United States merchants are making 
efforts to obtain some of the trade of Madeira which before the war 
was in German hands. Catalogues in Portuguese have been widely 
distributed, but it is doubtful if the results have been commensurate 
with the expense. 

Imports.—The value of the total imports during 1915 was £285,804 
as compared with £380,564 in the previous year and £462,013 in 
1913. The import of coal was well maintained in 1915, whilst wine 
from Portugal and France showed a further decrease. ‘The figures 
for the import of staves used for the wine trade dropped enormously, 
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owing to the rise in freights and shortage of tonnage. I[ronware of 
all kinds is coming in again from the United Kingdom now that the 
keen competition of German factories is removed. 

Druggists’ sundries and medicines have been purchased in the United 
Kingdom rather more than formerly, but Portugal is gradually 
developing the manufacture of these goods, although the quality of 
most of them is not to be compared with the quality of similar goods 
from the United Kingdom. 

Groceries, as before, were largely procured from the United King- 
dom in 1915, although imports of these were smaller than usual. 
Rough glassware, such as wine and beer bottles, and crockery of the 
cheaper grades, are now made in increasing quantities in Portugal, go 
that only the better class of glassware is imported from elsewhere, and 
as the United Kingdom is practically the only available source of 
supply for the time being, there should be some good and profitable 
business done. Haberdashery and draper’s small goods were and 
should continue to be imported from the United Kingdom. 

An increasing quantity of linen and cotton piece-goods for Madeira 
embroidery work is being imported from the United Kingdom. Much 
of this was formerly obtained from Germany, and it is to be hoped 
that United Kingdom manufacturers may be able to keep their hold 
on this market when normal times return. The Madeira market, 
although small, should be a profitable one to United Kingdom 
exporters. 

Exports—In 1915 the general decline of the previous year in 
exports from Madeira continued, the total value amounting to 
£90,639, as compared with £144,029 in 1914, and £160,573 in 1913. 
The export of embroideries, however, increased and the export of 
butter and eggs rose considerably. Exports of tinned fish also 
showed considerable improvement on those for 1914. 

Vintage and wine trade—On the south side of the island the 
yield from the vines was in many districts much below the average, 
though the quality was good everywhere. On the north side of the 
island the crop was both large and good, a welcome change after 
two meagre years. Though still hampered by the war the Madeira 
wine trade has in some measure recovered ground. Shipments to 
France have recommenced and those to Scandinavia have increased. 
Shippers have felt the loss of the Russian market, which is always 
a good one. (C.I.B. 18,538.)

MEXICO.—The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade is informed, through a reliable source, that while the description 
of trade conditions existing in Mexico on 13th January, which 
appeared in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 2nd March (page 631), 
was undoubtedly fairly accurate, political developments since have 
rendered commercial prospects more discouraging, and at present it 
is impossible to foretell when conditions will improve. The feeling 
of insecurity owing to the disturbed internal conditions in the 
country is very strong. Life and property outside the larger towns 
is insecure. 
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In regard to railway traffic, there is now a fairly regular passenger 
service between Vera Cruz and Mexico City, and between Mexico 
City and Eagle Pass, Texas, though discomforts and risks are great. 
Goods traffic, however, is in a deplorable condition, partly through 
the lack of rolling-stock, and partly owing to the mismanagement of 
the railways. 

It is not known how much “fiat” money has been put in 
circulation by the Constitutionalist authorities. Officially, it has 
been announced as amounting to 500,000,000 pesos, but private 
estimates put the amount as high as 2,000,000,000 pesos. The 
exchange value of this paper money fluctuates violently and has a 
constant tendency to fall. On the 24th March last the peso, which is 
nominally worth 2s. 03d., reached the lowest value recorded, namely, 3d. 
A decree exists forbidding transactions in Mexico in foreign currency, 
but merchants are forced to do their business clandestinely in American 
money, as otherwise it would be impossible to carry on any trade at 
all. A new issue of 250,000,000 pesos has long since been announced, 
but so far has not made its appearance. It is said that the old issue 
will be exchanyed for the new. The fall in the value of paper money 
renders it, every day, more difficult for merchants to sell goods of 
foreign manufacture, even if they have succeeded in obtaining 
deliveries. 

One of the conditions essential for the re-establishment of trade in 
Mexico on any firm basis would appear to be the enactment of laws 
giving the necessary confidence to commerce. Business men cannot 
be expected to show eagerness to resume business, and certainly not 
to expend money on foreign manufactures for local industries, so long 
as uncertainty exists as to whether operations will be sanctioned. 
The establishment of Courts of Justice capable of dealing with 
commercial matters is also essential. (C. 15,013.)

MOROCCO.—The Acting British Consul at Casablanca (Mr. H. L. 
Rabino) has forwarded an extract from the local press relative to 
openings for trade in Morocco, from which the following translation 
has been made :— 

In Morocco the most widely distributed goods of German manufac- 
ture which were formerly imported can be divided into five groups : 
(1) glassware and crockery; (2) textiles; (8) stamped metals; 
(4) tronmongery; and (5) clocks and watches. It should not be 
difficult to replace and improve on these goods, and already French 
firms supply a large quantity of tarbouches (fezzes) and nearly all 
the silk handkerchiefs, which have a great vogue in Morocco. 

A large field offers in articles of clothing, which native industry can 
only supply at high prices. In this connection mention may be made 
of silk sashes (cwmmerbunds), woollen haiks, underclothing, woollen 
djellabas, flannel selhams, and cloth vests and burnous. In this class 
of goods all qualities would find ready purchasers, but only on condi- 
tion that as regards fashion and ornamentation the Moroccan fashions 
are closely followed. It should be easy to introduce to the natives 
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articles of equal quality and similar appearance, at a cheaper 
price than those of Moroccan origin. When it is remembered that 
(save for woollen clothing, the fabrics for which are woven on the 
spot) ail the raw materials for clothing are imported from Europe, 
that they are bought retail by the Moorish artisans, and that the 
making of cloths is entirely by hand, the reason for the high cost of 
native-made clothing can be understood, 

Other articles for which there are markets are furniture and small 
household goods, the latter including white metal trays, metal coffee 
pots, tron beaten or enamelled plates and dishes, metal candlesticks, 
glassware, floor rugs, &e. For all these articles there has been 
an important German trade, but German firms, like United Kingdom 
firms, have only introduced into Morocco goods manufactured for home 
consumption or for their colonies. Except for certain nickel-plated 
trays no attempt has been made to prepare goods specially for the 
Moroccan market. 

It should not, however, be difficult to borrow from native craftsman- 
ship the forms and designs fixed by tradition to most of the furniture 
and household goods. For example, it should be no more difficult to 
imitate the carpets of Rabat, of Casablanca, or of the Berber districts 
than to attempt to popularise, by means of cheap moquettes, designs 
of the style of Louis XV. or Louis XVI. The good prices fetched by 
genuine Moorish carpets allow of a sufficient margin for the pro- 
duction of good and cheap machine-made imitations. 

Glassware, of which the Moors use a_ great deal, furnishes 
another example. It should be possibie on drinking cups and tea 
tumblers of all sorts and prices to substitute Arab decorations for the 
rudely designed flowers and fruits that are seen on goods of German 


origin. (C.I.B. 16,994.) 





PROTECTION OF UNITED KINGDOM PATENTS IN CANADA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) 
reports that during his visit last year to industrial centres in the United 
Kingdom, a number of firms enquired what steps they should take to 
introduce their patents into Canada. Since Mr. Wickes’ return to the 
Dominion, the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association at Toronto has 
expressed its willingness to assist United Kingdom owners of patents, 
desirous of protecting their rights in Canada, by placing them in 
touch with reputable Canadian manufacturers who are likely to be 
interested. (C.1.B. 14,733.)

It must be borne in mind that the above figures do not in all cases 
represent the total production of the minerals for the year. Large 
quantities of several important minerals, such as iron ore, limestone, 
sandstone, slate, clay, &c. are obtained from quarries under the 
(Juarries Act and from other open workings, the returns from which 
are not yet available. he totals for coal and for the ores of copper, 
lead, and zine may, however, be regarded as substantially complete. 





LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM IN APRIL. 


According to the May issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Labour 
Gazette,”’* all the principal industries were well employed in 
April, and some were working at great pressure. The increasing 
number of enlistments emphasises the need for more women and 
girls, and the substitution of them for men must be carried much 
further than hitherto if the requirements of industry are to be met. 

Compared with the good conditions of April, 1915, there was 
a decline in the number of w orkpeople employed, but an increase 
in the average earnings. 

Kmployment in the coal mining industry continued very good ; 
it was good at iron mines, fairly "good at lead mines, and fair at 
tin mines. In the quarrying industry employment improved in 
the North Wales slate quarries, and was fair generally. 

The pig iron industry still experienced shortages of labour and 
raw materials, but employment was good. At iron and steel 
works it was very good. The engineering and shipbuilding trades 
continued to work at high pressure, with much overtime. he 
tinplate trade showed little change, but there was some decline 
in the steel sheet trade. Most of the other metal trades con- 
tinued very busy, and much overtime was worked. 

In the spinning section of the cotton trade employment con- 
tinued fairly good, and it was reported that fewer machines were 
idle through lack of labour; the weaving section, however, was 
still slack. Employment continued brisk in the woollen, worsted, 
and hosiery trades, and a general shortage of labour was reported. 
The jute industry was dislocated throu shout the greater part of 
the month by a dispute in Dundee. The linen trade showed an 
improvement in tory but was still quiet; in Scotland it was 
fairly good. In the bleaching trade employment continued fatr 
in the “dy eing industry it was good; with calico printers it wa 
moderate in England, and continued fair in Scotland. E alee 
ment was rood in the lace trade, and fairly good in the silk 
and carpet trades. 

The boot and shoe trade continued to work at high pressure. 
Employment was good on the whole in the leather trades; it was 
quiet, however, with some branches of the saddlery and harness 
trade in Walsall, and with curriers in London. Employment 
showed a seasonal improvement in the bespoke tailoring, and with

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Court and private dressmakers. In ready-made tailoring, and 
with dressmakers in retail firms in London, employment was fairly 
good. It was also fairly good on the whole in the mantle, 
costume, and blouse trades, and in the shirt and collar trades. 
In the corset trade employment continued good, and in the 
felt hat trade moderate. 

In the building trades employment on private work remained 
quiet, but the transfer of men, especially of plasterers and masons, 
to other occupations, left those remaining generally well employed. 
Brickmaking showed an improvement, and employment in the 
cement trade continued good, with a general shortage of labour 
and much overtime. Employment was fairly good in the furnish- 
ing trades, and good in the woodworking trades. | 

In the printing trade employment declined slightly, but 
remained fairly good, and overtime was worked, especially in 
London. The paper and bookbinding trades also continued to be 
well employed, and shortages of labour were reported. 

The glass and pottery trades were generally well employed. 
The food preparation trades showed little change, and employ- 
ment continued very good. In agriculture progress was made 
possible by fairly favourable weather, but work generally is in 
arrears. 

Employment with dock labourers showed a slight decline, but 
was fair on the whole. The supply of seamen for mercantile 
ships was reported as being nearly equal to the demand. 





UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to the possibilities of extending their trade, H.M. 
Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) is in this country, 
and has already interviewed a number of firms at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade and at the Chambers of 
Commerce in London, Bristol, Cardiff, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Coventry, Leicester, Nottingham, Derby and Stoke. Mr. 
Milne is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial centres 
in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advan- 
tageous to visit in view of the applications that have been received 
from firms in or near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. 
He attends the Dublin Chamber of Commerce during the remainder 
of this week, and afterwards will attend the Chambers of Commerce 
at Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, Huddersfield, Leeds, Bradford, 
Newcastle, Edinburgh, Dundee, Dunfermline and Glasgow, in the 
order named. (C.1.B. 4,266.) 
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SUPERIORITY OF BRITISH OVER GERMAN MACHINERY 
IN CHINA 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker, C.M.G.) has 
forwarded an extract from the Annual Report for 1915 of the 
Municipal Electricity Department at Shanghai regarding the short- 
comings of their German plant and comparing its cost for repairs 
and maintenance with the cost of British machinery also used by the 
Department. 

During the vear, it is stated, the German-built turbo-alternators 
broke down owing to the employment of unsatisfactory material in 
their manufacture, and to other mechanical defects. The best of 
machines may give some trouble at times, but trouble such as was 
experienced with the German-built machines is directly traceable to 
faulty construction and a wrong selection of metals. 

The figures given below show the yearly cost in repairs and 
maintenance of British-built machines employed in the Electricity 
Department Works in comparison with the German machines; the 
number of years the various machines have been in commission is 
also shown : —

The above figures do not take into account the further losses in the 
shape of lost revenue resulting from the stoppage of the German 
machines during the time they were under repair, Not only have 
German turbines proved defective in Shanghai but several trans- 
formers have also shown marked inferiority as compared with British 
and American machinery in the municipal service. 

It is hoped, the Report continues, that these remarks 
may be carefully studied by prospective buyers and users of electrical 
plant throughout China. It is not perhaps unfair to claim that, 
on account of the relative magnitude of the Shanghai electricity 
undertaking and the Department’s large foreign staff of engineers, 
machinery may receive better treatment and more careful supervision 
than can be given in smaller undertakings either in the outports or 
in the interior cities of China. This then leads to the conclusion that 
nothing but the most reliable machinery should ever be considered 
for such undertakings. (C.L.B. 17,787.) 
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PROHIBITIONS OF EXPORT IN FORCE IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM AND IN CERTAIN ALLIED AND 
NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 

Attention is directed to the Supplement to the current issue of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” containing complete lists of articles which, 
according to the latest information received by the Board of Trade, 
are prohibited to be exported from the United Kingdom and certain 
foreign countries, viz: Denmark, France, Greece, Italy, Japan, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
and Switzerland. 

The new “ prohibited export ” list for the United Kingdom consists 
of the Schedule attached to the Royal Proclamation of the 10th May, 
which was issued in amendment and consolidation of the Royal 
Proclamation of the 28th July, 1915, and the subsequent Orders of 
Council. The new list is arranged in alphabetical order and each 
item is marked with an (A), (B), or (C), according to whether the 
goods are prohibited to be exported to— 

(a) all destinations ; 

(B) all ports and destinations abroad other than ports and 
destinations in British Possessions and Protectorates ; 

(c) all destinations in foreign countries in Kurope and on the 
Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than France and 
French Possessions, Russia, Italy and Italian Possessions, 
Spain and Portugal, and to all ports in any such foreign 
countries and to all Russian Baltic ports. 

The list of articles prohibited to be exported from Sweden is based 
upon information received at the Board of Trade up to the 15th May, 
and should be of considerable interest to British exporters to Russia, 
in view of the application of the Swedish prohibitions to goods passing 
in transit through Sweden to Russia. 

The present Supplement is the fourth of the series which has been 
issued by the Board of Trade at quarterly intervals since the 29th 
July, 1915, and supersedes that issued on the 17th February last.

With regard to the assessment of the value of goods subject to 
ad valorem duties, it is provided under Sec. 33 of the Customs 
Ordinance as follows :— 

(1) “ The value of goods returned in Customs declarations and 
in the case of clearance of articles dutiable ad valorem is 
to be based upon the actual value of the article in the 
port of entry or export in the Protectorate at the time of 
importation or exportation.” 

(2) “On importation, the value is, as a general rule, held to be 
the price invoiced to the consignee in the Protectorate by 
the seller abroad (invoice price), plus the transport 
charges to the port of entry (freight, unloading and 
insurance expenses) with an additional 5 per cent. on 
the invoice, f.o.b. in the port of shipment.” 

(3) ‘ Failing production of the invoice, or if the value obtained 
by the calculation indicated in the second paragraph does 
not clearly correspond to the actual value (first paragraph), 
the market price in the port of entry minus the import 
duties is to be taken as a basis.” 

(4) * On exportation the current market price of the day in the 
port of export is to be taken as a basis of the value.”

* The Royal Decree of the 24th May, 1915, prohibited traffic in goods between Italy 
(and Italian Colonies) and Austria-Hungary ; and the Decree, dated the 4th February 
1916, extended the prohibition to indirect trade with Austria-Hungary, and to all 
trafhie (direct or indirect) with Germany.

* Article 2 of the present Decree prohibits the entry into Italy and 
the Italian Colonies of bonds of the Italian Public Debt or of other 
State or State-guaranteed securities, and of shares of companies or 
public bodies established in Italy or in Italian Colonies, unless such 
documents are accompanied by a declaration, signed by the owner 
and legalised or authenticated (free of charge) by an Italian Consular 
officer, in which the owner himself indicates his domicile, nationality 
and place of birth and certifies on his honour that the bonds, &c. (as 
specified in the declaration) have never belonged, in whole or in part, 
since the 24th May, 1915, to any subject of a State at war with Italy 
or allied to any such State, or to any person or body domiciled in any 
such State. Bonds of the Italian Loans of 1915 and 1916 entering 
or leaving Italy are exempted from this regulation. 

In virtue of Article 3 of the Decree, the declaration prescribed in 
Article 2 is also necessary in the case of foreign securities sent into 
Italy and the Italian Colonies or sent thence to foreign countries, in 
which latter case the signature must be authenticated by a notary ; 
and when the documents are issued or payable in a State allied with 
Italy, the signatory must attest, on his honour, that they have never 
belonged, in whole or in part, from the day on which that State 
entered the war, to subjects or bodies of enemy States or States 
allied to enemy States or to any person or body domiciled in any 
such State. 

The Italian Ministry of the Treasury, in accord with the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, is empowered in special cases to exempt documents 
from the necessity of being accompanied by the declaration men- 
tioned above.

been discovered at Takaka and samples submitted 
to the Government Analyst have been assayed and found to contain 
50 per cent. molybdenum trioxide. There has also been discovered at 
Wangapeka (about 53 miles from Nelson) ore which is declared to be 
pure sulphide of zinc. The reef where this discovery has been made 
is from 4 to 5 feet wide, and the percentage of zinc to the ton of ore 
is stated to be 18. (C.1.B. 18,541.)

REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA. 
The “ Diario Oficial” (Bogoté) of 10th March contains a Decree 
governing the grant of concessions for the 
working of mineral deposits on public lands in 
the Republic of Colombia. 

Under the provisions of this Decree con- 
cessions for working deposits of coal, iron, phosphates, &c. will be 
granted by the Government for a period of 25 years. The area of 
the concession will not exceed 10 square kilometres, ‘The con- 
cessionaire must, within a period of 18 months after the approval of 
the contract, indicate the precise points where the mineral he is 
authorised to exploit exists, presenting plans of the workings and 
samples of the mineral to the Ministry of Public Works. A further 
period of six months is allowed in which to commence mining 
operations. 

The Government claims the right to 15 per cent. of the gross receipts 
of the working, and authorises the concessionaire to erect all the 
necessary buildings for the working of the deposits and to establish 
roads, light railways, traction cables, telephone and telegraph lines, &c. 

Concessions granted to Colombian citizens may be transferred to 
foreigners but only by permission of the Colombian Government.

which it had secured on the ore-bearing properties. ‘The syndicate 
is at present making very careful investigation as to the best method 
of treating the ores, which are of low grade. Upon the result of this 
investigation depends the decision as to the location of the necessary 
plant; it will be established near the properties or at Puerto Chajaral 
as the low grade of the ore would not permit of its being sent else- 
where for treatment. 

The erection of this plant should be of great benefit to the copper 
industry in the Province of Atacama, and if smelting works are 
erected at Puerto Chafiaral, it will be possible to bring thither for 
smelting the low grade ores which are mined in other Provinces, and 
which at present are unsaleable. (C. 15,074.) 





SIAM. 


H.M. Minister at Bangkok has forwarded the following particulars 

furnished by the Acting British Vice-Consul at Paket (Mr. G. A. 
Vesey Fitzgerald) after a tour undertaken by him in the Takuapa 
and Pangnga districts of Southern Siam in February last :— 
At present tin operations in Takuapa are in the hands of the Chinese. 
The output from the district has for the last 
few years slightly exceeded 500 tons annually, 
but it has declined since the commencement of 
the war owing to the low price the metal has 
at times commanded. During the year ended 31st March, 1915, 497 
tons of metallic tin were recovered, while the amount for the succeeding 
nine months was 252 tons. 

Some years ago a Danish company obtained a concession at Pong, 
some 500 acres in extent, for mining purposes. A _ subsidiary 
company was formed in London to work this area and others at Huey 
Yawt in Monthon Puket and at Nong Pet near Ronphibun in the 
adjoining Monthon of Nakon Sritamarat. This company expected 
its bucket dredge to arrive at the end of April, 1916, but, owing to 
difficulties of transport between Takuapa and Pong, it will not be 
possible to commence mining operations before April, 1917. The 
ground is said to average llb. of tin oxide to the cubic yard. 

Pangnga, like 'Takuapa, is mainly devoted to the production of tin, 
of which over 800 tons have been recovered during each of the last 
two years. For the nine months ended 3lst December last over 
950 tons of metallic tin were produced, a considerable increase thus 
being shown. 

Taimuang, some 40 miles from the town of Pangnga, is peopled 
almost entirely by Chinese, who are engaged in mining operations. 
‘The output of tin from the Muang of Pangnga is likely to increase in 
the future, whilst that from 'laimuang is expected to remain stationary 
for the next three years, after which a rapid decline is anticipated. 
Considerable attention is now being given to the development of the 
tin-mining industry at Tung Maprow, which is also comprised in the 
Muang of Pangnga. (C, 14,743.)

NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. R. W. Dalton) has 
forwarded an extract from the local press relative to the wool and 
hemp trades in the Dominion, from which the following information 
is taken :-— ° 


The 1915-16 wool season in New Zealand has been a good one, 
, and another record for the Dominion has been 
Wool Trade in ie ins a 

915-16. established. ‘The season opened in September 

. with a large campaign of private buying, and 

heavy sales were made. Since the sales opened, prices have remained 

strong and steady. A larger proportion than ever before of the 
Dominion’s clip has been sold locally. 

There have been difficulties over tonnage for wool shipments. The 
selling season, therefore, instead of ending in early March was 
expected to continue well into April. 

The embargo on shipments of crossbred wools to the United States 
was lifted in November and remained off until January, and large 
supplies were shipped thence. 


The course of the hemp market in New Zealand in 1915 has been a 
reversal of the conditions which obtained in 1914, 
Hemp Trade Pieces i & . tiie t 

in 1915. ‘rance again becoming a considerable buyer. 
Difficulties of tonnage and high freights for 
Manila hemp forced the price of the latter up, and raised New Zea- 
land hemp in sympathy. The result was that prices for hemp during 
1915 were on a high level. Prices rose from £20 103. per ton in 
January for good fair-average-quality hemp to £30 per ton in 
December, and to £37 10s.in March. ‘The production of hemp in 
New Zealand in 1915 was 24,165 tons, as against 19,648 tons in 

1914. Tow production increased by 362 tons. (C.1.B. 18,541.)

SALVADOR. 


H.M. Consul at San Salvador (Mr. A. T. H. Medhurst) bas forwarded 
samples of the stalk of a plant locally known 
as ‘La Escobilla,” together with a sample of 
fibre produced therefrom by primitive methods 
of decortication. ‘The plant, which grows to a 
height of from 5 to 7 feet, is abundant in the north of Salvador, and 
is used by the natives for ropemaking, but the planters treat Ht as a 
weed. H.M. Consul expresses the opinion that it might be worth 
cultivating as a substitute for jute, as the fibre appears to be of good 
quality and to possess high tensile strength.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Johannesburg (Lieut-Col. C. A. 
C. ‘Tremeer, D.S.O.) has forwarded a copy of 
‘‘Crop Report No. 6,” for February, issued by the 
Union Department ot Agriculture, which states 
that in January the maize crop in a number of 
districts in the Union was suffering from drought and this condition 
of things unfortunately continued throughout February, except in 
Natal. The rains in the beginning of March probably saved much ot 
the younger crops, but it would appear that the first sown crops have 
suffered much and, in many cases, irretrievably. The estimated 
shortages in the various Provinces, compared with the previous year,

are as follows :—Transvaal, 27 per cent., or about 900,000 bags ; Orange 
Free State, 9°6 per cent., or about 200,000 bags; Natal, 13°4 per 
cent., or about 250,000 bags; and Cape of Good Hope, 39°6 per cent., 
or about 600,000 bags; making a total estimated decrease for the 
Union of 1,950,000 bags. 

As regards Kaffir corn there is an anticipated shortage in pro- 
duction, compared with the previous year, of about 545,000 bags. 

The Department points out, however, that last year’s maize crop 
was arecord one. The probable shortage, while serious enough, is, 
therefore, on present indications, not such as to warrant the belief 
that this year’s production will be insuflicient for the Union’s require- 
ments. (C.1.B. 17,506.)

NETHERLANDS. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries are informed by H.M. 

Consul-General at Rotterdam (Mr. E. G. B. 
Crop, &c. Conditions. Maxse, U.M.G.), in a report dated 15th April, 

that, on the whole, the season is rather back- 
ward in the Netherlands. ‘There was little frost during the winter, 
but much rain did some harm in low-lying districts, whilst labour 
was much delayed by the wet weather during March and the begin- 
ning of April. Winter wheat is generally in average condition. 
Prospects for rye vary from fairly good to good, and barley is satis- 
factory throughout the country. Conditions for grass are good, 
especially in Utrecht and South Holland, and an abundant crop 
of clover is expected. Garden produce under glass has, in general, 
suffered from excessive wet and absence of sun, but the condition 
of strawberries and tomatoes is, on the whole, quite satisfactory, 
except in Westland, where the effects of the rain on the strawberries 
are evident.

PORTUGUESE COLONIES. 


The *‘ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 6th May contains the text 

a Bill relative to the colonisation and agricultura 
development of the Benguella tableland, in the 
Province of Angola, Portuguese West Africa. It 
is proposed that the Government should send 500 
Portuguese colonists to that area, where each would be allotted 50 
hectares (about 124 acres) of land. The colony would have an 
Administrative Council of five members which, in addition to 
arranging for the cultivation of the land, the distribution of seeds, 
the supply of agricultural machinery, &c., would make provision for 
the construction of railways, roads, irrigation canals, Wc. 

[t is further proposed that the Government should raise a loan of 
500,000 escudos (about £70,800) at current rate of exchange, for the 
Benguella colony, and, if it is deemed practicable, raise further 
loans in connection with the founding of similar agricultural colonies 
on the tableland of Malange, also in Mossamedes, and in the unculti- 
vated regions of Mozambique and Timor.

at 5,770,000 Hk. taels*, an increase of 54,190 piculs in quantity 
and 2,117,000 Hk. taels in value over the exports of the previous 
year. According to information supplied by a local British 
merchant, the war was responsible for this abnormal development 
in the tea trade. Before the season opened, there were indica- 
tions of a strong demand for common tea on most of the home 
markets, and the prohibition of the sale of vodka in Russia 
was expected to have a considerable effect on the consumption of 
tea in that country. But it was not expected that Hankow would be 
unable to supply all the increase required, or that, if it were necessary 
to come to Foochow at all, the quantity taken from that market would 
be other than quite small. As it turned out, however, a very con- 
siderable quantity, forming a large proportion of the first crop, and 
a fair proportion of the second crop, was taken by Russia. The strong 
demand from the markets usually interested in Foochow tea, and the 
entrance of Russia as a buyer on a large scale, quickly sent up prices 
in oochow to a higher level than had been known before. 

The large early shipments from Foochow, together with those from 
North China, soon relieved the situation on the home markets, and a 
reaction took place towards the end of the summer. But the prices

local tea merchants had obtained for their early deliveries prompted 
them to increase their late second and third crop supplies as much as 
possible, and these arrived from the country on a very dull market. 
After stocks had increased to an unprecedented quantity, and the 
seriousness of the situation had been realised by the natives concerned, 
concessions in price were forthcoming. ‘The market continued to fall 
until, it may fairly be said, a greater part of the profits made by the 
natives early in the season were lost on these later teas. The stocks 
had been greatly reduced by the end of the year, a not inconsiderable 
proportion of these later teas having been shipped to Russia. 

Great and increasing difficulty was experienced throughout the 
season in connection with the shipment of teas, and these restricted 
facilities are not likely to be without their effect on the disposal of 
the balance of the crop. (C.1.B, 16,702.) 





JAPAN (FORMOSA), 


H.M. Consul at Tamsui reports that the exploitation of the extensive 
forests in the interior of Formosa is a matter 
which has been engaging the attention of the 
Government authorities for some years past. 

Tree-felling in the Mount Ari forests (see p. 521 of the ‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 27th February, 1913), has been rapidly proceeded 
with and in 1915 the first trial exports of Arisan timber to foreign 
countries took place. The amount of timber now produced at Arisan 
is about 3,000,000 cubic feet per annum. ‘The most up-to-date 
methods of timber extraction are employed and the wood is sent down 
to the yard at Kagi in the shape of logs. 

The Kagi timber yard is situated on land adjoining the starting 
point of the Arisan Railway, which runs for a distance of 41 miles up 
the slopes of the mountain. Aerial wire transporters have been 
installed and the collecting power of the machinery now in use is 
from 10,800 to 14,400 cubic feet per working day of ten hours. 

Exploration work has also been carried on in other parts of the 
island, with the result that two new forests have been discovered, one 
in Taichu Prefecture on the slopes of Mount Hassen, and the other 
in Giran Prefecture in the upper reaches of the River Daidakusuikei 
in the neighbourhood of Mount Sansei. Investigations into the 
extent and possibilities of the new forests are at present being 
actively conducted by the Forestry Burean. According to present 
estimates, the area of the Hassen forest is about one-half the area of 
that at Mount Ari, while the forest in Giran Prefecture is one and a 
half times as large as the Arisan forest. ‘The enormous difficulties 
encountered at Arisan in extracting the timber, which necessitated 
the construction of the railway above referred to, will not, it is 
thought, be experienced at either of the new forests, as there are con- 
venient waterways for floating the logs down to the sea coast or 
railway. (C. 14,735.)

PACIFIC ISLANDS (SAMOA, TONGA, &c.). 


The Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in New Zealand reports 
that the Dominion Government has _ recently 
decided to put into liquidation the ‘“‘ Deutsche 
Handels und Plantagen Gesellschaft,” a large 
German trading concern carrying on business at Samoa, ‘Tonga and 
other Pacific islands. It is stated that the liquidation will involve 
all the company’s existing stocks and the collection of its book debts, 
but not the sale of land, buildings, or trade marks. A _ liquidator 
will be appointed in Tonga, to act in co-operation with the liquidator 
in Samoa. 

Besides carrying on a considerable importing business, the 
company has large cocoa, coconut and rubber plantations and big 
stores on most of the islands. Its ramifications extend in every 
direction through the various groups of islands, and its disappearance 
from trade will give an important opening to British traders to extend 
the scope of their business. - (C.LB. 18,643.)

GERMANY. 


According to the “ Berliner Tageblatt” of 4th May, and the “ Frank- 
furter Zeitung” of 9th May, a new combine in 
the German chemical industry has been formed. 
This combine is stated to be essentially a 
consequence of the war, and suggested itself quite naturally as the 
logical outcome of the two existing syndicates in Germany, which 
date from 1904. It was felt that a syndication of the German 
chemical industry was necessary, if the industry is to maintain its 
world-wide pre-eminence, more especially in regard to dyes. 

The combine is for a period of 50 years. ‘The individual works are 
to retain complete independence, but they will interchange technical 
knowledge for the common advantage. Every product will be 
manufactured by at least two of the firms in the combine. The 
profits of all the concerns will be pooled on a pre-arranged plan. 

While one aim of the combine is to form a defensive alliance of the 
great works in the German chemical industry against dangers 
threatening from many quarters, another is to enable them the more 
easily to bear their losses in foreign countries, which are estimated at 
over 100,000,000 marks. In any case the prospects of the German 
chemical industry in foreign countries after the war, more especially 
the difficulties of re-establishing relations with customers and the 
provision of raw materials, are viewed with a good deal of concern. 

The new combine is stated to have a larger capital than any other 
existing German syndicate, namely, 225,800,000 marks. Its members 
are: Badische Anilin und Soda Fabrik; Farben Fabriken Bayer; 
Aktiengesellschaft fiir Anilin-Fabrikation; Farbwerke Héchst; Leo- 
pold Cassella ; Kalle & Co. ; and Chemische Fabriken Weiler-ter-Meer.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


According to the “Journal of Commerce (New York) of 2nd May, 
D the United States Department of Commerce has 
aap issued limi tatement of the general 
Industry in 1914, W06d & preliminary statement o e genera 
results of the 1914 census of the production in 
the United States of dyestuffs and tanning extracts. The latter 
includes mordants, ‘ assistants” and sizes. ‘The figures are 
preliminary, and are subject to correction. 

Returns were received from 1385 establishments engaged in the 
industry in 1914, with products valued at 21,341,122 dols., including 
dyestuffs valued at 7,118,528 dols. At the 1909 census returns 
were received from 124 establishments, with products valued at 
16,788,676 dols., including dyestuffs valued at 4,819,247 dols. Thus, 
during the period 1909-1914 the total value of products increased by 
4,552,446 dols., or 27°1 per cent., while the increase in the value of 
dyestuffs produced was 2,299,281 dols., or 47°7 per cent. Of the 
establishments reporting in 1914, 22 were engaged primarily in 
other industries and manufactured dyestuffs and extracts as by- 
products. The comparative figure for 1909 was 17. 

The dyestuffs as reported for 1914 included natural dyestuffs valued 
at 1,865,835 dols. and artificial dyestuffs of the value of 5,246,655 
dols., the latter comprising 12,169,635 lbs. of synthetic or coal tar

dyes, and 4,991,336 lbs. of mineral dyes. Comparable therewith is 
an aggregate production in 1909 of 12,267,599 Ibs. of artificial 
dyestuffs, valued at 3,462,486 dols. The increase for the five-year 
period was therefore 59°6 per cent. in quantity and 51°5 per cent. in 
value. 

The statistics for coal tar dyes relate to 25 establishments in 1914 
which manufactured artificial dyestuffs of mineral or chemical origin, 
and of these 16 reported the manufacture of synthetic or coal tar 
dyes and 11 the production of mineral colours or dyes. Little over 
one-half of the production of coal-tar dyes was actually manufactured 
in the United States from crude or semi-manufactured materials; the 
remainder comprised products obtained by the mixing or blending of 
artificial colours of foreign origin. 

The natural dyestuffs produced in 1914 included 28,989,962 lbs. of 
logwood extract, valued at 1,311,966 dols.; 4,509,943 Ibs. of fustic 
extract, valued at 222,804 dols. ; 3,844,882 lbs. of quercitron extract, 
valued at 112,945 dols.; extracts of other dyewoods and vegetable 
material—cutch, brazilwood, gambier, indigo, &c.—valued at 120,826 
dols.; and ground or chipped dyewoods, valued at 97,294 dols. The 
production of logwood extract shows an increase of 29°9 per cent. in 
quantity and 32:3 per cent. in value as compared with 1909, 

In 1909, there were 107 establishments in the United States 
manufacturing dyestuffs and extracts, as chief products, and 111 in 
1914.

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACTS, 1911 to 1915. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

1545. Workmen employed by a firm of hosiery manufacturers 
and described as needle casters. (Application 359.) 

1546. Workmen described as steei bottle makers, and engaged 
in shaping steel tubes into bottles or cylinders for containing gases. 
(Application 355.) 

Note.—W here no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
